Donald Stone, head of SNCC 
in Atlanta, said the group is md 
opposed to Zionism, but that the 
public should be “aware of 
these situations in the Middle 
East.” 
Reaction to SNCC’s state­ 
ments came quickly from sever­ 
al sources. 
Whitney Young, 
executive 
director of the National Urban 
League, a Negro group, said in 
New York that SNCC’s “divorce 
from reality is best illustrated 
by the resemblance of their 
comments to those of the 
American Nazi party on this 
question.” 
In a joint statement A. Philip 
Randolph, vice president of the 
AFL-CIO and iM’csident of the 
Sleeping Car Porters, and Ba­ 
yard Rustin, executive director 
of the A. Philip Randolph Insti- 


tute, said SNCX: anti-Israeli pro­ 
nouncements reftect “a com­ 
plete divorce from the (^dnions 
and aspirations of American 
Negroes.” 
The N e ^ leaders said SNCC 
apparently “has formed an un­ 
conscious alliance with right- 
wing anti-Semites and exttwm- 
ists, while consciously trying to 
undermine libo'al forces in this 
country. 
“A statement so filled with 
anti-Semitic venom,” they con­ 
tinued, “can only be interpreted 
as an attempt to divert national

Ruining An Attitude 


East Palestine resid« its are lamenting the re­ 
cent outteeak of thievery which has brought 
a 
warning from police a^inst leaving homes, cars, 
bik« i ami purses unprotected. 
More of a concern than the actual property 
loss Itself is the atmosphere of suspicion and 
fear which the minor thefts has broufpit. 
No longer can tlw driver leave his car unlocked 
in safety , no longer can y oungsters park their 
bikes outside while buy ing their cones, no long­ 
er can a housewife leave clothes on the line in 
the backy ard' after dark. 
In a smaller commimity such as East Pales­ 
tine - clean, prosperous, progressive — 
a little 
bit of civic pride and self - respect begins to 
erode with such petty thievery . 
We hope the offenders are caught, or, if not, 
realize the shame of their crimes, which, though 
minor, can undermine a whole community atti­ 
tude. 


President DeGaulle’s Fo lly 


President Charles de Gaulle of France con- 
thniea to take raps on the nose from his 
country men 
The aging statesman touched off a flurry of 
criticism recently when he made speeches 
a free French Quebec while a guest in 
Canada at Expo 67. * 
But sentiment about de Gaulle’s policies goes 
much deeper than the recent display of nide- 
i^ s . It concerns his unbending position on 
French independence and every -man-fcw-himself 
attitude. 
His latest nationwide speech defended his in­ 
dependent policies and reaffirmed his intention 
of carry ing them out in search of the glory of 
France — regardless of opposition at home or 
abroad. 
Dismay ed Americans who are at a loss to ex­ 
plain his attitude toward the United States, one 
of de GauUe’s favorite targets, can find some 
satisfaction in an editorial in L’Aurore which 
posed this question for the President: 
“What would have happened to France in 
1914 and 1940 if she had had to remain alone 
and in 1940 if America had not ccmie to in-otect 
Western Europe frmn the menace of Commum- 
Ism?" 
President de Ctaulle’s position has been as­ 
sailed by newspapers considered to be of the 
left, right and center. He has been able to 
please no one. 
A newly released poll shows his regime’s 
p(g)ularity Is at an all-time low. 
In ignoring the wishes of many of his 
cflmWy niiH, iff Iptting the vision of personal 
grandeur blind him, de 
Ga« &a^haa b rou^ ridiGUii upon himself and 
erailtabiliA his country . 


He has refused to listen to other statesmen of 
his coimtry who also carry the flame 
in­ 
dependence in their hearts but understand the 
need for diplomacy and cooperation with other 
nations in a modem world to increase prosperi­ 
ty and respect fm- France. 
President de Gaulle has served his country 
well but if something cannot be d(Hie to make 
him understand what his country m« i are 
try ing to tell him, then history also will record 
that he served too long. 


Tax Cy cle 


Milton Friedman, 
a top economist at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, has a refreshing view of fis­ 
cal responsibility in a recent article in New­ 
sweek. 
Mr Friedman believes that when taxes are 
raised to reduce tiie federal deficit, the result 
is likely to be a higher imrm of gov« rnment 
spending. Deficits, he say s, will again mmint 
and the process will be repeated. 
He prefers the acceptance of large deficits as 
the lesser of evils but favors the financing of 
these deficits by borrowing from the public 
ratiwr than by undue creation of money , which 
leads to inflationary pressures.

IN THOSE BASIC INDUSTRIES which are 
made up of our large corporations, the compe­ 
tition should be among Mivklual enterprises, 
each with its team of management, worker« , 
and their unions.

“It Is obvious that the Department of J i^ c e 
Is not enforcing federal statutes involving per­ 
sons who incite rebellion or insurr« :tion. en­ 
gage In sedition, advocate the overthrow of the 
government, or encourage and abet evasion of 
the selective service act. Despite repeated ap­ 
peals from the Congress, the Department of 
Justice continues to igniu'e these flagrant viola­ 
tions of federal law. 
“If impartial and equal justice is to be 
achieved, and American citizens of all races 
given the protection to which they are entitled, 
the Deuartment of Justice must be removed 
from the political arena. That is the objective 
of my amendment. 


"MY AMENDMENT would establish, as an In- 
dependenf agency , an 'office of justice,’ trans- 
fering to it all functions of the present Depart­ 
ment of Justice. The ‘office of justice* would be 
headed bv an attorney general appointed by 
President, with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, for a 15y ear term. The attorney 
general would not be subiect to the direction or 
supervision of the President nor would he he 
a 
member of the President’s cabinet. 
“’I^e 'office of justice’ would be accountable 
to the Congress in the same manner as Is the 
general accounting office and would be distin­ 
guished, I am convinced, by the same high and 
unimpeaohable reputation for non-partisan in- 
tearity . Until justice is freed from political dis­ 
cipline by tlw White House, we have no assur- 
^ e tint the law « tforcement and criminal 
justice act or anv other anti-crime law we may 
enact will be enforced.”

Tse-tung’s 
leadership, 
continuing its attack on Presi­ 
dent Liu Shao-chi, cUima that 
Liu and former Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev backed a 
plot to topple Mao in 1959. 
The

China News Agency (NCNA) 
distributed Tuesday an l-year- 
old documerrt adopted by the 
Conununist party’s C e n t r a l 
CommUtee accusing former De­ 
fense Minister Peng Teh-hual <rf 
frfotting against Mao. 
NCNA said Peng’s followers 
at the time iiwluded Liu and 
other antiparty elements that 
tried to undermine the lead­ 
ership. 
The Peking People’s Daily 
said today that “Peng wm in 
league 
with 
the 
revisionist 
Khrushchev trying to topple the 
Chinese

ship.” It did not toll how the

Peng. 
The paper said the attack on 
Peng is “an important element 
to overthrow and completely 
digcredit a handful of top party 
persons in authority headed by 
China’s Khrushchev who are 
taking the capitalist road.” 
“China’s Khrushchev” is the 


name Mao’s leadmiilp u s m to 
refer to Liu. The paper refers to 
the former Soviet premier as 
Soviet Khrushchev.

ANSWER: Part of the light rays coming from the sun are 
the invisible group called ultraviolet rays. It is only a frac­ 
tion of these that affect or change our skin. Even if you 
can’t see such rays, your skin feels them most definitely. 
Fifteen minutes of exposing an untanned skin to bright sun­ 
light will cause tan to start forming. Twenty minutes may 
cause sunburn. 
Look at the diagram. In the outermost of the skin's two 
layers, the epidermis, are networks of special cells called 
melanocytes. These can produce particles of the brownish 
pigment melanin. When the ultraviolet rays pour down, this 
starts the melanocytes working and the melanin they turn 
out (right i makes the skin tan. Melanin absorbs the ultra­ 
violet rays, and so tan is a protection —• up to a point. If 
you stay in the sun too long, a chemical is released which 
works down into the skin’s lower level and makes the blood 
vessels swell. Your skin then gets red and uncomfortable. A 
light sunburn willl do little damage but too much may cause 
great discomfort and even serious illness.
